'T. would much comfort my afflicted ſoul, if at this my Iaft fare- 
well to the world; Icould ſay any thing, that may be for the - 
benefir, asto inſtrutions for Sobriety, Holineſs, Juſtice, and Cha- 
rity. You have them ſo. plentiful poured out upon you, by the 
Reverend Dean and Miniſters of this place, that have moſt Chriſti- 
anly aſliſted me in my afflitions, that it will -be your condemna- 
£10n not to obſcrve.and Obey them ; and your 1mpleties under ſuch 
plentifull means of Holineſs, will be utterly inexcuſable : As for 
my own fins, were I to live ever fo long, I could not ſufficiently 
confeſs, and Lament for them. Bug [| hope the pardon hath this 


| day been ſ{ealcd unto me in the Holy. Sacrament, which + have: re- 


ceived; as to the Crime for which 1 ſuffer. I1rhere declare in the 
preſence of God, before whom I am inſtantly. to appear, that 


I am fo far innocent as not to have given him the wound, of 


which itis ſaid he dyed on : Nayl can farther add,in the preſence of

But 1 bleſs God ſince 
I was a priſoner and condemn?d, I have had an abhorrence- of all 
ſuch wickedneſs : God forgive them, God forgive them; and 
grant them True Repentance for what they have done © Lord lay 
not my Blood, nor their hindering of the means uſed to fave it, - 
to their charge. 

But that which hath given me no ſmall Trouble, is, that I hear 
the Reverend, and good Dean Dr. Aadiſo#, who hath: been fo 
carefulliof my ſoul, and willing to:ſave my life, hath been miſ- 
repreſented above, for ſo'doing, by thoſe whom nothing could ſa- 
tisfie but my death; I am now going to appear before that 
God, before whom you muſt alſo ſhortly appear, and as:1 d> _ 
fire forgivene$ at his hands, ſo I humbly forgive all. 

God bleſs their preſent Majeſties, and preſerve theThurchot 
England, with the Reverend Dean, and Miniſters of this place, - 
and all who have been Charitable to me, with all others: And fo 
I humbly beg Gods pardon for all my fins, for che-ſtke of 
Chriſt.; in whoſe name , I recommend my Soul to his Mercy.

to whoſe hands this ſmall book may come, that the matter ap» 
peared ſo on Iryal, that the jury found cauſe.to acquit the For- 
raigner, and bring this perſon in guilty, but as in moſt cafes of 
this Nature different men have different Sentiments, ſo there were 
Tome (and of good quality too) who ſo far concern'd themſelves 
-on his behalf as to endeavour his Reprieve, which had they not 
thought him an Object deſerving Pitty, and his caſe a lictle hard, 
we may reaſonably concluce they would not have appeared therein. 
_ . It may not be improper to add,& the rather, becauſe it is a thing 
much -talked of here where the thing was done, that though the 
Priſoner had avout ſix days notice to prepare tor his death, yet be- 
Cauſe there had .been ſuch means uſed for His Reprieve, he was 
not wholly without hopes of life, till the day before, when he be- 
ing upon hts Knees in his Chamber, three Ravens light upon the 
priſon, and after making a very great nolſe there, they took wing 
again, but immediately returniag, they flew with great violence a- 
galiſt the walls of the Room where he was, and there being a 
lictle hole or window > againft which place this perſon was 
Kneeling, one of the Ravens hanging on the wall by her Claws 
put in her,head therear, and with ſo much feirceneſs, that it was 
thought, had the hole been big enough, ſhe would have flown. in 
ar him. This at firſt a hittle frighted him, but afterwards con- 
{idering, that that God that had made all creatures, had ſtill the 
command over them, and remembring that the Raven is e- 
ſteemed by moſt. perſons, a kind of. foreteller of death, he really 
accounted them ſo to himſelf, and looked upon them as Meſſengers 
fent by Providence to take off his hopes of lite, and warn him of 
his approaching end. So he eſteemed them as ſent by God, and from 
that time laid by all Hopesot a Reprieve. This yas not only told by 
himſelf, but will be atteſted by ſeveral perſons that ſaw them.
